Nothing can bear it out 
while the word invented with the strict- 
est regard to rule may apply in value. 
What is strange one year is correct Eng- 
lish a few years .later. Thus is our lan- 
guage. It is a slow process, but a steady 
and sure one. All the snuggles of 
pedants and purists are helpless against 
it. The organised cll'un I have agreed

Is Not Revolutionary 

Far from it. Its action will tic conser- 
vative. Word after word it will en- 
deavor tn improve the spelling and The 
language, slowly of course, but hasten- 
ing the pace if possible, that is all. 

"The editors who are disposed to ridi- 
cule the effort Ui-eTiiselvex use words, 
and especially/spellings, which their pre- 
decessors of a century ago -would have 
denounced as degrading to its literature. 
The editors of the next century will in 
turn marvel at the uncouth spelling of 
our present scribes. 

"Since our language has been con- 
structed through unceai-ing change, liter- 
ary men should welcome new words and 
new spelling wiu. favoring eye. since it 
is by these alone that further improve- 
ment can come. Scholars denounced 
plow for plough, for instance, but plow 

has been accepted. So with many words 
that will readily occur to readers. 

"Our language is likely to prevail in 
the world, and wc may hope it is to be- 
come filially

the most potent of all instruments tor 
drawing the races together, insuring 
peace and advancing civilization.

Reporters may not even report sermons 
on Sunday, which of course w ill be a 
very serious mutter. Street railways, 
which have provincial charters will not 
be affected by ihe act, but any rouds 
which have secured Dominion incorpor- 
ation cannot operate on Sunday if the 
bill becomes law. All excursions by 
bonl or rail will he stopped but liver- 
ies may do business with the consent of 

the municipality as the federal parlia- 
ment has nothing to do with municipal 
affairs. There is nothing in the bill to 
prohibit fishing or hunting on the Sab- 
bath, but it will not be possible for par- 
lies lishing or hunting to hire guides f6r 
Sunday work. A very strong feeling 
against the bill is being aroused in the 
province of Quebec and it is now ex- 
pected Hint, the measure will not go 
through, except with radical amend- 
ments.

The launch or 
tug Comet was proceeding to Keng- 
mun, between Wampoa and Canton, 
towing a lighter ltideu with kerosene 
oil.

SUNDAY OBSERVANCE BILL. 

i A hill lias been introduced :it Ottawa 
for the better observance of tjio Sabbath, 
the outlines <>c wliicli appeared in the 
'Colon ist Friday morning. After read- 
ing the provisions as outlined one has 
mixed feelings on the subject. Certain 
of I lie provisions, we feel certain, will 
■bo bitterly opposed in the West, as ex- 
ceeding the limits to which legislative 
authority should reasonably extend, and 
as in contravention of the private rights 
of 1 1 1 o .subject. In some respects tho 
bill enforces n distinction which .should 
'properly he observed in nil Christian 
(lands, and in some respects it is a re- 
turn to the barbarous blue laws, winch 
by common consent have bqcn allowed 
to become obsolete. 

In Legislating for Sabbath observance, 
and as upon any other subject having 
a moral effect upon the conduct of the 
individual or of the community, there 
should ho the same discrimination 
shown ns is shown in ordinary legisla- 
tion—discrimination between what af- 
fects the public weal and what is purely 
a matter of individual conscience and 
moral choice. For instance, there are 
certain things the doing of which affects 
the rights of other* or offends public 
sentiment. These things are too obvious 
to require enumeration, There are other 
.things, regarding which each man must 
■he his own mural mentor,, must take 
-the responsibility of doing or not doing, 
'according as his 'conscience dictates. 
'Among these things we might mention 
t.he playing of cards, dancing, the vise 
'of alcoholic beverages, the reading of 
secular literature on Sunday, etc., etc. 
(Public opinion would revolt, and prop- 
'orly so, against legislation which as- 
sumed to regulate the character of a 
man's diet, his dross, his recreations, 
.his literature. Such legislation Is cal- 
culated to impose restrictions on his free 
will as much as did the Inquisition 
Under Phillip of Spain. !n fact, the 
Inquisition, which assumed to inquire 
not only into conduct anil expressed 
opinions, upon religious dogmas, but the 
inmost thoughts of toe mind and the 
sacred recesses of the sou!, was but the 
logical development of the principle at 
tiie bottom of all thin class of sumptuary 
legislation. It was the product, of an 
Oge when certain men assumed the right 
to think for others. In this age, ami in 
so far .as certain provisions of tne pro- 
posed Sunday legislation is concerned, 
liberty-loving citizens are justified in re- 
seuting to the fullest extent an attempt 
to prescribe what shall or shall not be 
their individual line of conduct in mat- 
ters of conscience. 

Wo have no hesitation in endorsing 
without qualificatidn the motto from 
"Junius.'' adopted by the Toronto Globe, 
that "(he subject who is truly loyal to 
Hie l.'hiet'_Mayistr:ite will neither advise 
nor submit to arbitrary measures." It 
is a motto which has a much wider ap- 
plication than it was probably intended 
1(, have by "Junius," who had political 
liberties in view, particularly, ami a 
still much wider application than the 
Toronto tilobe, which reflects the limita- 
tions sought to be imposed by th- peo- 
ple of Ontario on the rest of the Domin- 
ion, iias any tfUO concept ion of. The 
West will not submit in certain matters 
of moral judgment to be dictated to or 
dominated over by the narrow sections 
of the Knst, and it might an well be 
understood now, when tho legislation Is 
in its nascent stupe, as later on when 
an attempt will be made to enforce what 
is obnoxious or contrary to sound prin- 
ciples of government'. ■ 

We must, 'however, make perfectly 
plain the principles for which we con- 
tend. As a Christian country we recog- 
nize the proper observance! of a Sabbath 
as in accordance with our professed re- 
ligious convictions and as a utilitarian 
measure of great value. Hence we have 
two not wholly harmonious elements of 



society — two extremes, we may say — 
co-operating to bring into effect the leg- 
islation now before the House of Com- 
mons. . The one is the element repre- 
sented by evangelicals, clerical and lay, 
imbued with the religious phase of the 
question. The other is tho labor ele- 
ment, not particularly affected, by the 
motives of the other, -which strongly 
supports the measure for the legal 
recognition of a complete day of rest. 
'The bitter occupies a sound and impreg- 
nable position, which any sane man, 
whatever his religious views may be, 
must support. The former is right and 
justified, in the interest of public mor- 
als, up to tho point where the mandates 
of law impinge upon tho sacred rights 
of man to interpret Subbatarism ac- 
cording to what, for himself, is right 
or wrong, and do not usurp the moral 
responsibility with which the Creator 
has endowed at least every British sub- 
ject — other nationalities can speak tor 
themselves— of sound mind, over "Jl 
years of ape, and allowed outside of 
jail. 

The law in question has been strangely 
and wonderfully made in some ways, al- 
though, as previously intimated, there 
are many good features connected with 
it. It recognizes several good principles; 
but it carries the principles to an ex- 
treme. It draws a line between work 
which represents that of an ordinary 
calling or avocation and work of neces- 
sity. It prevents commercialism and 
industrialism of any kind for profit. It 
aims, we assume, to give every man 
one day's rest in seven. So far. it is all 
right; that is, within limits of reason. 
It is, perhaps, hard to draw the line, 
but it must be drawn somewhere. It is 
not reasonable to say that no man must 
work on Sunday, no matter what the 
kind of employment may lie. Some 
must work in order that the great ma- 
jority may rest and live. If the prin- 
ciple was to be applied strictly the world 
would come to a standstill. Some trains 
must move, ships must sail, mail must 
be sorted, meals must be cooked, church 
organs pumped for music, choir leaders 
paid to lead, and caretakers paid 
to look after the church premises, and 
tho preacher to preach, and the priest 
to minister to his (lock. All of these 
are works of toil — services paid for on 
the Lord's day. But says the bill: 

"It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son on the Lord's day to run, conduct 
or convey by any mode of conveyance 
any excursion on which passengers are 
conveyed for hire, gnd having for its 
principal or only object the carriage on 
that day of such passengers for amuse- 
ment: or pleasure, and passengers so con- 
veyed shall not be deemed to be trav- 
elers within tho meaning of this act." 

What, let us inquire, is the object of 
the Sabbath? Primarily, we believe, 
rest. Clod rested on the seventh day 
and hallowed it — set it apart for that 
special purpose. Hut rest does not in 
this sense imply lying still, or shutting 
oneself up in a room, engaged all day in 
reading religious books and praying. 
Ilest implies change, a form of recrea- 
tion. The man who never takes a holi- 
day gets stale and seedy in time, and is 
ordered by his physician to take a rest, 
to go on a trip, or seek a change of air 
or occupation. Hence the Sabbath is 
Clod's automatic method of supplying 
humanity with rest, and testing his 
physical and mental vigor. It depends 
a great deal upon what a man's occupa- 
tion is as to what constitutes his rest. 
A man who works in an office' in l he 
workshop or in the studio or laboratory 
all week will not find his physical require- 
ments satisfied by remaining in doors all 
Sunday for fear of violating some law 
of his .Maker, We need not fear; God 
did not make the green fields, and the 
sunlight, and the forests, and the broad 
expanse of water, and the mountain 
toiis and then prevent ujs from enjoying 
them upon tho only day upon which it 
is possible for the great majority of us 
to enjoy them. Did God create us to 
tantalize us with good tilings beyond 
our reach? If Ave are not to run ex- 
cursions, or hire vehicles, or bicycles, 
or automobiles, how ate the workingnicn 
of the cities and the great majority of 
ithe [middle class, who cunjnol afford 
these things, to reach the outside world': 
•Must not somebody work in order that 
the greatest good may be possible to the 
greatest number on Sunday V Though, 
we believe, that every man should have 

one day in sove von if it be not I hi; 

seventh. We believe that one day in 
seven • belongs to the stableman, the 
postofllce clerk, the trainman, the motor- 
ncer and conductor, the preacher, tin? 
engineer and everybody else who has to 
work on .Sunday, and that it might be 
secured to him by law, It Is the funda- 
mental need of his nature. 

We believe firmly in a supreme being, 
in religion, in prayer, in a Sabbath, in 
the law of doing good, and in a f iture 
life, but we do not believe that the 
Creator invented the beauties of nature 
and the benefits of outdoor life and then 
put so many strings on men in the name 
of religion that they could not enjoy 
them. Wo believe lie made the Sab- 
bath ia order that man might be placed 
in harmony with nature ami the delights 
of life. He knew that it would take 
man, on the average, six days in the 
week. Working at least eight hours a 
day — some of us sixteen — to make a liv- 
ing for himself and those depending on 
him, and He made the seventh that he 
might not only worship his Maker, but 
revitalize his physical nature with pure 
air and exercise. No one can make us 
believe that Clod would mnke laws 
against violation of tho Sabbath and 
then tempt men and women to , 'break 
them by spreading a beautiful panorama 
before them from which they must turn 
their eyes or be damned. Our- Savior 
expressed the true idea by stating that

Sabbath was made for man, and not 
man for the Sabbath. 

The world was made before the Sab- 
bath, and when man was created he 
was endowed with a certain judgment 
and moral responsibility in respect to 
how he should regard it. For his in- 
terpretation of Ids duties in that regard 
and the manner of his life he must be 
accountable. The new law says that 
it shall not be lawful for any person ou 
Sunday "to shoot at a target, mark or 
otlier object, or to use any gun, 'Hie or 
other engine for that purpose." Who 
gave law-makers the divine right to 
curb a man's freedom to shoot at a 
mark if he chooses to do so? They 
might as tvcli say that we have no 
right to use our eyes to measure dis- 
slances or to play marbles on Sunday. 
II: may be morally wrong to play 
marbles, but is the law to step in and 
stop it if we regard it as an innocent 
amusement, or even if we violate our 
own conscience in doing so? It is curry- 
ing law to the most ridiculous extremes. 
Isaiah, we think it is, lays down cer- 
tain rules of conduct for keeping the 
Sabbath holy, We are informed that 
we must not "think our own thoughts" 
on that day. Why not incorporate a 
clause against; "thinking" in the code 
ami exact a penalty of ".'SI and no; more 
than $40 and costs"?' It is true that 
some persons — and notably some law- 
makers — would by nature become ex- 
empt from its provisions, but it would 
make it not the less objectionable to the 
large majority of men and women who 
are endowed with the faculty of thought. 

As a final observation, we note that 
Quebec province is exempt in a meas- 
ure from the operations of the proposed 
law. Mr. Kitzpatrick, the introducer of 
the law, is one of the representatives 
of that province, and we can quite 
understand that he has a wholesome 
regard for the opinion of his constituents 
as be has apparently contempt for the 
feelings of a large element of the peo- 
ple outside of that province. 

AN APPRECIATION OF THE LATE 
CHRISTOPHER ROBINSON. 

At the time of and following the 
death of the late Christopher Robin- 
son, K. C, who has been rightly re- 
ferred to as one of the great lawyers 
of the British Empire, there were a 
great many appreciative comments 
upon bis legal ability, Bis high stand- 
ing In the profession of law, and his 
adherence to a very exalted conception 
of professional ethics — all of which 
were richly deserved. Perhaps the 
most appreciative of tho eulogies that 
have been paid to the memory of the 
great advocate comes from Lord Al- 
verstone, Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
land, to the editor of the Canada Law 
Journal. It is an especial compli- 
ment, emanating as It does from one 
who occupies the very foremost legal 
position in the British Empire. His 
Lordship, after referring in terms of 
high appreciation of Mr. Robinson's 
learning, ability and judgment, shared 
by all members of the lCnclish bar 
with whom he came In contact, refers 
to the occasions on which the de- 
ceased was met In appeals to the 
Privy Council, the Behrlng Sea arbi- 
tration and the Alaskan boundary 
case. Alverstone's tribute to the 
dead tribune is unqualified and, we 
have no doubt, sincere. lie says: 

iFroni tin- Orst 1 discovered tho extra- 
ordinary value or Mr. Rolbinson's pro- 
found ami varied knowledge of tho law 
aint of Ids ripe Judgment. I.ntei in the 
course «r the proceedings on the prepar- 
ation of the counter-case and written ar- 
gument ami the oral conduct of the case 
In Palis, Sir Charles Russell, -who, as at- 
torney general to Mr. Gladstone's govern- 
ment, had succeeded to the position of 
leading counsel, often expressed to me 
the opinion that Robinson's assistance was 
Invaluable. On more than one occasion 
when Sir Charles Russell and I could not 
sei' our way clearly, Robinson's foresight 
and Judicial mind kept us out of difficul- 
ties. 

The warm friendship formed under these 
circumstances lasted iiniil his death, and 
when It fell to my lot to discharge the 
anxious duties of a member of the Alaska 
boundary tribunal it was no surprise to 

nie that in> cue presented th isc for 

Great Britain with greater clearness or 
force tliaa Christopher Rolduson, although 
lie did so under conditions of health which 
rendered his task of addressing the court 
of no small effort to himself. It was a 
great, privilege to be permitted to enjoy 
his friendship, and i shall cherish Ids 
memory as long as I lire.

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The Scene of Success Is Intelligent Study of Methods -Expert Advice on Outdoor Brooding 

Written For the Sunday Colonist by H. F. Ptilleti. 



T lias been ojton asked if raising; 
cows is a suitable occupation for a 
woman. A question that is more to 
the- point is: Can a woman make a finan- 
cial success oC the poultry business, and 
i.s it an occupation that is likely to 
.prove interesting to anyone who looks 
•below the. surface and wants to do 
something mom than ordinary routine 
iwork?" 

^lisfi Alice Turner of Cadboro Bay 
road commenced keeping chickens in a 
small why four years ago just, lor a 
mistime and found it so extremely in- 
teresting that site lias almost adopted it 
as a profession. She says that although 
she has kept account of all espouses 
and receipts she has not balanced her 
looks al> the. end of the year, but is 
<inite sure the chickens pay .her well. 
.She ■•JiaS.mRde'' a thorough study of the 
liest conditions ' under which to beep 
them and the best kind to keep and 
therefore may be considered an au- 
thority on the subject. 

The one thing she tries to impress on 
all she meets, that, it is absolutely ne- 
cessary to learn all the details of the 
business if you would not nialce a fail- 
ure of.it. She advises tin? beginner to 
Mart in a small way and Irani all lie 
can before investing much. Many peo- 
ple have bolt slit large incubators, and 
all the paraphernalia of the hennery 
only to fail dismally through sheer ig- 
norance. Incubators and brooders are 



given out of doors. The time of feed- 
ing varies witlt the season of the year. 
In winter it will, of course, be several 
hours earlier than in the summer. liv- 
ery day a small portion of the pen is 
dug to encourage them to scratch, and 
they are supplied with all the vegetable 
food they will eat. Corn is never fed 
except during very cold weather. The 
usual supply of broken shell and grit is 
kept where the hens can get at it at any 
time. 

Every house is provided with a good 
wooden floor on which is scattered se- 
veral inches of earth for dilating and 
scratching, dropping boards beneath the 
perches keep the floor from getting 
S.thy and the good supply of dusting 
material gives the hens an opportunity 
to keep themselves (dean. On tup of 
the earth clean straw is littered. 

Both pens and houses are large, yet 
only seven hens and n cockerel are kept 
in each. An exception might be made 
Willi the ligater kinds of birds but even 
with these '.Miss Turner sticks to her 
rule of seven hens to a pen. Ten may 
not be too many, but .-he prefers seven. 

In the matter of raising broodei 
chicks without a brooder house Muss 
Turner says: "There is so much writ- 
ten about incubator chicks and tip-to- 
ler houses, that 1 think a lit

Miss Turner advises anyone intending 
to go into Chicken raising commercial- 
ly either toi take a course of instruction 
or live for sonic time with a practical 
man and thus learn the business at first 
'hand. A few months thus spent will 
well repay the time and labor involved. 

All fanciers have their favorite 
breeds. Without claiming absolute su- 
periority over all other kinds, Miss Tur- 
ner likes the Black Orpingtons the best 
because they have a very fine appear- 
ance, lay well, are good table birds and 
mature very quickly. A glance at the 
breeding pens proved the first state- 
ment to be true and the line round 
contcitr of the blacks indicated a table 
lord of highest quality. There is a 
great similarity about all the Orping- 
tons, but the black variety is by far the 
most beautiful bird. 

Burred Bocks were kept by this fan- 
cier some time ago but were not satis- 
factory. This she ascribed rather to 
the fact that she was unfortunate in 
choosing a poor strain, than in the gen- 
eral imthtsirability of the breed. There 
is* no doubt that the Bock is n splendid 
bird and the best laying strains are 
among the most useful all round hens. 
Some people prefer the non-sitting bens 
but Miss Turner thinks they take long 
rests which make up for the Ie*s of 
time in brooding. 

Almost: every fancier has his or her 
own method of feeding. Miss Turner's 
method is rather unique. Every morn- 
ing the hens are fed in their! pens with 
a few handfuls of grain which 



economized in, and that is the incubator, 
ss j One should begin with a standard iticu- 
it I bator and follow directions carefully, 
is | When the hatch seems well over take 
out the egg tray and all shells anil leave 
the chicks in the machine, lowering tin 
temperature gradually till it is about 
ninety degrees or even less, and leaving 
the door very slightly open that the}' 
may get used to the outer air. If the. 
machine i* in a light [dace rover tin 
front, and keep them in semi-durkuess. 
Then they will sit quietly down without 
crowding, ami get strong. 

"Meantime have the brooder in place 
with sand on the floor of it, and for the 
first day only, a piece of sacking (wash- 
ed clean) laid over it. They will fine, 
their feet and run about belter mi (hi- 
nt the very first. Alter the first day 
put a good layer of chalf over the sand 
It is the softest and nicest thing lot 
them to sleep on. Have the lamp going 
and the brooder thoroughly warm, but 
if there is a bottom heat be careful to 
have a thick enough covering of -and to 
keen it from being too hot. 

"Sow, if at ail possible, place tint 
brooder in a warm room for the first 
week or more, it convenient. Have in 
front of it at the same level a platform 
of very light wood, say five feet loug 
by three broad, and six or eight inches 
high, with the sides and end closed. Foi 
this make a cover in two sections of l-j 
inch wire netting tacked to a lath frame. 
The whole thing should he as light at; 
possible so as to be easy to handle. 
Sprinkle beach sand, wanned and drisd 
in the oven, all over the platform, and 
place two or three saucers witli invert- 
ed cups in them to hold the water. This 
done, all is ready for the occupants. 
"When the chicks appear quite stroll 



strewn on the floors among the straw, and inclined to move about they can be 



The object of this is to give them an 
opportunity in warm themselves in 
scratching for it. At ten o'clock they 
are given a coed mash composed of a 
mixture of bran, shorts, ground oats and 
dried beef scrap. This is mixed quite 
crumbly, never soft; and is fed in 
troughs. Twice a week during the win- 
ter there is mixed with this a small 
quantity of bono meal .1.1.: condition 
.powder. The feed of mash is never a 
heavy one and is given chiefly for the 
purpose of feeding the beef scrap and 
condition powder. Too much mash 
makes the chickens lazy,

Have a very 
warmly lined basket, well heated, and 
with warm flannel to cover it.

If any .seem 
later hatched, leave them a little longer, 
and if there tire any cripples or any 
really weak ones, a- there nearly always 
are at least one or two, take my advice 
and kill them at once. Ii will save you 
much trouble and anxiety. Start out 
with your brood or brooders full of 
fine, strong, happy little chicks that 
will be a pleasuro to you all through, 
and do not let some pitiful little object* 
spoil your satisfaction every time you 
look a t them. 

"(let: the chicks gently in the brooder 
under the cover, and let them take their 
own time to come out. Presently you 
will hear twitters, and first one," then 
another will run out on to the clean 
sand and begin to pick, until soon the 
whole platform ivili.be full of the dow- 
ny beautiful little things. It is money 
well spent to buy some grit for these ba- 
bies and sprinkle it on the -and.

Annual Meeting at Washington Passes 
Resol utions, 

Washington, March 24. — The execu- 
tive council of I lie Federation of Labor 
today 1 reaffirmed 'its decision and the 
decision of the American Federation of 
Labor relative to political action as 
follows: "We reaffirm as one of the 
cardinal principles of the trade union 
movement that tlm working people 
unite and organize, Irrespective of 
creed, color, nationality or politics. 

"That the American Federation of 
Labor most firmly nnd unequivocally 
favors the Independent use of the 
ballot by the trades unionists and 
worklngmen, regardless of party, that 
we may elect men from our own ranks 
to make new laws uiut administer 
them along lines laid down in the 
legislative demands of the American 
Federation of Labor nnd nt. the same 
time secure an impartial judiciary 
that will not govern us by arbitrary 
Injunctions of the courts nor act as 
the 

Pliant Tools of Corporate Wealth 

"That as our efforts arc centred 
against all forms of industrial econ- 
omic wrong, we must also direct our 
utmost energies to remove all forms 
of political servitude and parly slavery 
to the end that the working people 
may work as a unit at the polls at 
every election." 

It was deckled to continue the policy 
of questioning candidates, for office 
upon questions affecting the Interests 
of labor and the people generally. 

Treasurer Lennon was authorized to 
visit Detroit to confer- with the presi- 
dents of the International Seamen's 
Union and the International Associa- 
tion of 'Longshoreman and the repre- 
sentatives of the Pilots* Association, 
to secure the co-operation of all these 
in support of the pilots.

The chief engineer of the water de- 
partment of New York city says that 
the per diem consumption of water in 
Manhattan and the Bronx in 1005 was, 
on an average, 300,000,000 gallons, or 
about 138 gallons each day Cor each in- 
habitant of these boroughs. in the 
same year Brooklyn's daily consumption 
of water was 120,112,000 gallons, or. 
on an average, 01.U gallons for each 
man, woman and child. This does not 
mean that each man. woman and child 
in Manhattan nnd the Bronx actually 
used four barrels of water every day in 
the year, or that everybody in Brook- 
lyn used, on an average, three barrels a 
day. It means, only, thai this vast, quan- 
tity of water entered the city's mains 
from streams, reservoirs ami wells. 

A. large pari of (his supply is con- 
sumed by the. various city departments, 
notably the lire department. The street- 
cleaning department in flushing asphalt 
streets no doubt does much to make up 
the daily total. What portion of the 
daily sully is used in the parks, public 
baths and the various departmental ofil- 
ces i.s not known. 

In the report of the department of 
water supply for the year 1008, the last 
annual report published by that, depart- 
ment, tlie Statement that "the loss due 
to faulty fixtures and plumbing amounts 
approximately to thirty gallons per capi- 
ta per day."' In other words, one-fifth 
of tlie total supply was wasted in this 
way. 

The bureau of city betterment of the 
citizens' union took up this question 
early in February nnd brought this 
statement, to public attention, together 
with other information concerning the 




opinions of engineers on the question of 
water waste in New York city. Tho 
bureau also gathered information con- 
cerning the methods employed to pre- 
vent waste in other American cities. 

The commission of water supply is na« 
tliorlxfccl by the charter to install meters, 
of 11 pattern anil price to he determined 
by the hoard of aldermen, in all bouses 
or 'buildings where water is used for 
business purpose's. He may inp'tall 
meters, at his discretion, in any or rill 
classes ot' huildings if the hoard of Al- 
deimen gives him authority. The board 
of aldermen, however, 'fixes the water 
rates, both for frontage assessment and 
measured quantities. 

The charge for water measured by 
meter has been fixed at 10 cenls per .100 
cubic feet or 025 gallons. This charge 
is nearly twice as great as tlie average 
charge for unmetered water and is con- 
sidered loo high. EvereiSiug bis dis- 
cretionary power, tlie commissioner has 
metered about 20 per cent, of the laps 
in Manhattan. These metered taps now 
pay more than one-halt of the total re- 
venue. 

Under these circUmsjrnhccfi the intro- 
duction of meters is generally opposed 
in Now York city as likely to increase 
tlm cost of water t<. the small consu- 
mer. In this connection it is interest- 
ing to know that in the city of Cleve- 
land, where the gradual introduction of 
meters during the past five years ban 
resulted in a reduction of the daily per 
capita consumption from 172 gallons in 
1001 to 130 gallons in 1005, with about 
III) per cent, of the taps still to he meter- 
ed, that over 00 per cent, of the -10.000 
residents having meters are saving 
money thereby. In Cleveland the charge 
for water i.s 5 1-1! cents for 1.000 gal- 
lons. Each consumer is charged a 
minimum semi-annual rate, in the case 
of residences, id' $1.25 or $2.50, depend- 
ing on the frontage rate, and up to tho 
amount purchasable for these sums wa- 
ter must be paid for whether its actual 
use is indicated by the meter or not. 

It is a fairly safe assertion to make 
that few persons actually use on the av- 
erage of four barrels of water a <hiv. 
Engineers consider an allowance of 100 
gallons to each person sufficient for all 
purposes. Indeed, this allowance ex- 
ceeds the actual consumption for all pur- 
poses, in the city of Milwaukee, where 
is about SI) gallons, with 00 per cent, 
of the taps metered. 

It is reasonable to demand that wntec 
shall be abundant as long as there is an 
abundance of water available. But 
when there are limits to the supply, or 
when tho supply can bo Increased only 
at ei ormou.s expanse, it wouhl appear 
reasonable to demand that the use of 
water be restricted to actual needs. Xo 
one is benefited by the waste of wnler, 
nnd tho prevention of waste will hardly 
work hardship Few real son able per- 
sons will object to paying for tlie water 
actually used by them if the rates are 
fair. 

Il has long been admitted that, when 
water is used for commercial purposes, 
the actual quantity used should be paid 
for. To determine the quantity a me- 
ter is required. Put it is left to the dis- 
cretion of the commissioner to determine 
where meters shall he placed; It now 
appears that this discretionary power 
lias heen the cause of unjust discrimina- 
tion in the placing of meters, and given 
rise to opportunities for favoritism. Ir. 
appears, however, to he the purpose o£ 
the present administration to measure 
all water used for commercial purposes, 
nnd to charge for water so used at tho 
measured rates. 

Opinion is strongly divided in New 
York as to whether the metering of do- 
mestic taps would be just und advan- 
tageous to tne people. Tin- water de- 
partment hopes to make an actual test, 
of the- effect of meters upon waste in 
several selected districts in various 
parts of the city. In no other way can 
it. I)c determined whether a universal 

instnllati f meters in .New York 

would he advantageous,

arc being domesticated and impt 
strange seeds, plants, bulbs and roots 
from various parts of the world are 
planted, hybridization and selection con- 
ducted and results ai'e carefully studied 
and noted. . 

This work is under the care of N. H. 
Pierce, vegetable pathologist in the I'. 
S. service, who for the last fifteen 
years has been stationed, in Santa Ana 
by the department of agriculture; in or- 
der to advise agriculturists tihd horticul- 
turists in any matter which may perplex 
them. Mr. Pierce, all . these years, has 
bad at Santa Ana a well equipped lab- 
oratory, where be is constantly employ- 
ed. , Just recently, after many years of 
patient research, he bus discovered a 
grape vine which is resistant to that 
dread so-called 

"Anaheim Disease" 
which for over a generation has baffled 
every scientist In both Europe and 
America, and done damage to the ex- 
tent of at least $50,000,000. Such re- 
sjstaht vine he has' found to be tb. Le- 
noir. 

• On the four-acre tract at Santa Ana 
are. bes'idos a 210x40 tworstory, frn,mc 
building for garden and photographic 
purposes, several hot houses and ('•loth- 
covered, frame sketetons, the former for 
the . gcnniuuljun, of seeds in .boxes, and 
the latter for plants just potted from 
the seed boxes. Of the former there 
n'r* . ninety-six',' iu V uiVjo rows: ' eight, tent 
and twelve iii a vov. The glass frame' 
coverings every hot ■ house; is four feet ten 
inches by three feet four inches. It is 
in .front > twenty, inche/s undent, the rear 
twenty-four inches above ground. In- 
side, half, wily between tlfe glass' and 
the earthen bottom, its a frame where- 
on -"rest the boxes in which the seeds 
are sown. Below them are pipes , where 
hot water is made to warm the bouses. 
The pnnes of glass are covered witli a 
coat of whitewash, in order to mitigate 
the effect of ; the sunshine.' The- heat 
engenders moisture. lie-side's, in case 
of dryness .more than common, water 
through a hose is made to accumulate 
in the sand at' the bottom '. of- the hot 
house, which therefore is not boarded. 
Of course there is sprinkling. 

In addition to the hot houses there arj 
so-called "-loth houses." That is frame 
skeletons covered with ' canvas.' There 
are seven, four being thirty-six feet' one 
sixty, one eighty and one twenty. All 
are ten feet wide. Inside is, at either 
side of an aisle, a raised platform cov- 
ered with sand, in which sunk to the 
rim, are placed tin pots containing 
plants from the seed boxes. 

There is no artiliciai heat, but the sea 
warms through! the canvas. Only, one 
this last winter has' any dr.mage been 
done by frost; that is, some leaves were 
somewhat nipped. It is uhvnyis warm- 
er inside the cloth house than outside. 

When plants in the pots have reach- 
ed sufficient size they are planted .out 
in the garden. 

The soil in the seed boxes is con- 
moti earth mixed as occasion may re- 
quire with leaf mold and cactus (jo.il: 

The furnace which heats the water 
is fed from a ten-gallon can filled with 
distillate. Such quantity is enough for 
a whole night, so that no attendance is 
required. The ten-gallon can itself is 
filled from one bidding one hundred gal- 
lons.

The hind is leased. Probably soon a 
larger tract will be needed, eo as to give 
shrubs or small trees, which have to be 
planted out, room after they shall have 
grown.

Seeds have been sown at nearly 7,000 
varieties; besides roots and bulbs huvn 
been planted. Occasionally also a -.mall 
tree or a plant already developed ' has 
'been secured. 

In (lie entire- world today there is no 
garden wilh like objects. Mr. I'ierco's 
is tho original thought at the bai-c the 
fundamental idea. The object which 
brought him here was the study of the 
Anaheim disease, and the search after 
a grape vine qualified to withstand that 
disease. This lias ever since been, air! 
still is, bis main object. About this 
more anon, v But, while he was ransack- 
ing the enrtnSfor varieties wlferewith to 
i experiment, it struck him that all im- 
proved varieties of fruit are originally 
derived from some wild species, and 
that the differences between the domes- 
tic, varieties anil the wild slock whence 
evolved are due -to environment, culture, 
selection, breeding, soil, climate, et«L 
And he also found that of every fruit 
now dujncsticated there nrel .numerous 
wihl s'p_ccic<S different from the one 
whence "the domestic ones are derived, 
and from .which perhaps better deriva- 
tions might be made. Many wild 
-species JuivXi neveV..yet boon utilized; lor- 
e.xaniplc.^.all grapes . introduced from 
Europe' in the United States came from 
oiie particular wild stock, whose habi- 
tat was in Asia Minor. But there are 
all over the world hundreds of wild 
grape vines never yet noticed and util- 
ized. The same applies to walnuts, 
chestnuts, olives, etc. Now. the object 
of the garden is to get seeds, roots, or, 
if possible, plants, growing wihl but dif- 
fering in species from the particular 
wild forms thus far domesticated, and 
to improve them by all scientific and 
horticultural means.

at command, which is material for daily 
or almost daily sprinklings, while the 
other is available only at certain runs, 
as is usual with all irrigation water. The. 
plants in the pots are mostly sprinkled 
once a day; hut during cloudy weather.

With grapes the process of hybridiz- 
ing is US -follows: When the flower is 
about to open, one removes, by means 
of forceps, the cap enveloping all the 
parte, after which one also removes the 
anthers containing the pollen. This 
leaves the pistil standing alone and ex- 
posed. The pistil is tJicn covered with 
a paper bag. Within about forty-eight 
hours the pistil will mature, and at its 
top the stigma will exude a gummy sub- 
stance whereon pollen may fasten. The 
covering with the sack is in order to 
prevent undesirable pollen from alight- 
ing, which may be blown by wind or 
curried by insects. Now one takes pol- 
len from the variety with which it is 
desired to cross-pollinate, removes the 
I sack and dusts the pollen on the stigma. 
Then one replaces the sack. After 
I about a week the pollen will have fruc- 
| tilled the ovule at the base of the pistil, 
I and young grapes will have been form- 
| ed. Then the sack can be removed for 
good. This is speaking of the Lenoir, 
whose blossom is "perfect," which 
' means that it has both sexes, a male 
'anil a female part, in the same flower; 
! and when one wants to fructify the 
I Leonir with the pollen of another vnri- 



fieil during Mr. Pierce's first year's 
work. Mr. Laugenliciger, at Anaheim, 
hnil a vineyard in which were muscats 
growing on their own roots, and others 
grafted to Lenoir top.-;. The former died 
quickly; the hitter survived three to rive 
years longer. The resistant character 
id' the scion fur a time preserved the 
non-resistant root, but at the cud both 
succumbed. 

Budding and grafting are intended to 
preserve a type, or to secure advantages 
possessed by certain roots. There is, 
however, no blending of character, or 
nature, of root and scion. Therefore 
a disease apt In nffccl any part of a 
plant will not be prevented from taking 
holil of a scion been use it saiinot affect 
the root. There has been no blending. 
Nevertheless scion and root together 
constitute one plant; and the fact that 
a purl of such plant has the power to 
resist a certain disease will delay the 
falnl effect thereof on the plant IIS n 
whole. 

The I. it- vine was introduced in the 

United Slates two hundred years ago. 
Its original lin'bitnt is believed to have 
been in the Pyrenees, that mountain 
chain marking the frontiers between 

I'Vailcc and Spain. It seems to be u 
distinct species. Probably in it* old 
habitat it bad. generation' ago. In strug- 
gle wilh climatic and .no. nborio con- 
ditions similar to those prevailing hero 
at (lifetime of the. Anaheim disease, and, 
thus having to struggle, it acquired the 
power to resist. That power may have 
become, inherent and a matter of hered- 
ity far hack. Anyhow, the Lenoir is 
the only grape vino which Mr. Pierce 
thus far has ascertained to be perfectly 
resistant. He jjirs; tried it. under ail 
circumstances, so as to leave no doubt. 

Mr. Pierce intends to develop entire 
families of resistant vines by hybridiza- 
tion with the Lenoir. Whenever he 
hears of a variety, with which he desires 
hybridization, he goes to the vineyard 
wherever such variety is found and 
there hybridizes. Most of the hybridi- 
zation, ..however, i$ done in the garden, 
lie has altogether hybridized the Lenoir 



of 



with forty-four different varieties 
grapes. A number of these 

Hybrid Vines Are Now Growing 
in one of the cloth houses of the garden. 
Sometimes the hybrid secured may in its 
turn be hybridized. Say a Lenoir, with 
its perfect power of resistance, has 100 
per cent, resistance; a muscat fifty per 
cent. The hybrid will approximately 
have seventy-five per cent, resistance, 
partly that of the mother. Now hybrid- 
ize that again with the Lenoir, and the 
result will he a proportionate increase 
of resistance. 

Even for grafting and budding Mr. 
Pierce's discovery of the resistant power 
of the Lenoir is of great value. Prom 
everywhere in the state come applica- 
tions for this vine. 

Tho garden opens a now vista of 
thought. It gives an impetus in a new 
direction and opens a field thus fur ne- 
glected.

or extra moisture from whatever cause, 
once in two days may suffice; 

Heating of the hot houses is done only 
identical j at' niglu. which according to weather 
fluids and condition may be between I p. in. and 
lb a. in., or between p. m. nnd S a. 
m.. only from October to April. 

.The material for three greenhouses 
has arrived, but the buildings are not 
yet built. They will each bo twenty- 
two by seventy feet. 

At the garden , near Ptillortoii are no 
buildings. except a stable ami toed 
house. That garden is used only for 
older plants which have left the city gar- 
den. Especially grape vines, there be- 
ing about five hundred different variet- 
ies planted in the ten-acre.'garden, and 
over one hundred in the four acre tract, 
Gradually the whole globe is heintj 
ransacked for plants. Alreadv, both 
the 

Equatorial and the Arctic 

regions have been laid under tribute. 
There are seeds fiom .South Africa, In- 
dia. Japan, etc., and some very fine 
-trawberry plants from Alaska. Inter- 
esting hybrids are to be seen; for in- 
stance, a walnut naturally crossed with 
an oak, which tree bus already borne 
fruit. Among grapes the Lenoir lias 
been hybridized with the Burger and 
ninny other varieties, Many other hy- 
I bwds are now obtained among nuts, her- 
j Vies. etc. 

Mr. Pierce's mind is always intent on 
plant improvement . Three men arc 
regularly employed in the -1-aore garden, 
and mi connection with the" hot houses 
and cloth' houses, .sometimes four. At 
the ten-ncro garden is one man. wit h 
temporary help. Besides, in his lahor- 



P.ut if it is intended to fructify 
another variety with Lenoir pollen then 
one follows in that variety the process 
described, and on the stigma of that; 
flower dusts the Lenoir pollen. 

With grapes the blossoms of which 
are not. perfect, that is, having only one 
nex, either male or female, one still has 
to remove a cap, but no anthers, as 
there are none, but one still covers with 
a sack, to keep undesirable pollen from 
fastening on the Stigma. 

The hybrid vines are now grown 
from the seeds produced by these cross- 
pollinated flowers, the new hybrids be- 
ing offsprings of the two varieties or 
species used in the cross. 

Of course all experimentation is a 
process which 

Requires the Greatest Care 
and many, many trials during a long 
period, and under a variety of circum- 
stances. It may take years of the most 
painstaking study ere II result beyond 
cavil can be reached, and to ascertain 
its constancy. ^ 

Mr. Pierce began his search a ft in- II 
vine resistant to the Anaheim disease in 
1880, when the disease was most viru- 
lent. Phylloxera Is n root disease, but 
the Anaheim disease affects directly ev- 
ery part of the vine; branches and 
leaves, as really as the root. Therefore, 
several vines which are resistant to 
(Phylloxera are riot resistant to the 
\'--'heioi disease. This was exenipli-

Realizing this. I shall try to ^-ive just 
a few hints which may help some 'wo- 
man who in obliged to do h'ef own work, 
and her own renovatinc.

Bureau drawers 
should be treated the sanie 'way, and 
clothes presses and cupboards .should be 
washed with the same, or liojt alum 
water. Work, is made. light or, if all' cup- 
boards, closets, bureaus and trunks are 
put in absolute order first .of all. 

If pictures are (lusted, glasses remov- 
ed and polished, from such as are 
glass covered, and frames renovated be- 
fore the rooms are cleaned, the work of 
thoroughly dusting pictures, particularly 
those which have gathered' a genftrOUs 
portion between picture and stlass, is 
likely to undo much (if the hard work- 
in a well cleaned room. For renovating 
picture frames: Wash >;ilr frames with 
a little Hour of sulphur and rain water; 
rosewood, or other dark wood frames 
if oiled, and not varnished, nib them 
with a llannol wet in coal oil. They will 
look like new. If varnished, eoiittlieni 
with the following furniture polish: 
Alcohol, einlit ounces: raw linseed oil, 
eight ounces; balsam fir, one-half, ounce. 
Acetic etH«5r, one-half ounce. . Dissolve 
tlio llr in the ttjcphjal, , add the others 
and apply with a soft flannel, rubbing 
till dry. This polish is 'also vastly im- 
proving to all your polished furniture. 

Wall paper may lie nicely cleaned by 
rubbing from top to bottom with dry 
corn meal and a flannel cloth. 

To clean paint, avoid soap if the paint 
is nice; clear warm water, and a little 
fine whiting are all that is required. 
For old paint, niurli soiled, ammonia and

B. ANTHONY 



Biographical Sketch of the Remarkable Woman Who Passed Away Last Week 




OMEN suffragists the world over 
but especially those tft Amer- 
ica, will mourn the death of 
Susau B. Anthony, who passed 
peacefully away at her home 
In Rochester, N. ' Y., at 12:10 
o'clock on the morning of Tuesday, 
March 13th. No woman in any land 
has been more conspicuously Identified 
with the movement to place women 
politically on aft. equality with men.- 
None of those now in the work will 
dispute the assertion that to her ef- 
forts more than to those of any other 
one person the Muffrage cause owes its 
wonderful development, 

There will be .solace for many in 111'' 
fact that death did not come suddenly 
nor cut her off before she had the 
pleasure and satisfaction of realizing 
the great advance made in the cause 
t.> which her heart was given. SI": 
Will he missed in the counctls of the 
suffragists, but her memory will long 
survive to help others in the .struggle 
— sometimes almost hopeless and again 
tinged with encouraging prospects — 
for the ballot and other privileges now 
denied them. 

Few women could have taken the 
part Miss Anthony did in this great 
campaign without incurring severe 
criticism and censure by her opponents, 
hut It may be said of her thai while 
many have denounced and derided th<J 
cause which she advocated, there was 
nothing but respect for Hie woman her- 
self. Tributes of esteem will be freely 
paid to her by press and people every- 
where. 

Began as a School Teacher. 

Susan Brownell Anthony was born at 
South Adams. Mass., on February nn. 
1820. Her father, who wsvs a cotton 
manufacturer, gave her a. liberal edu- 
cation. 

When Miss Anthony was 17 years old 
her father failed in business, and to 
support herself she became a school 
teacher, continuing in that work until 
she was 30. 

It was while engaged In teaching 
that Miss Anthony became continued 
in those opinions with which her fame 
is Inseparably concerned, and which she 
advocated in public dining the remain- 
der of her long life. She was aroused 
by the apparent injustice to women 
teachers in the smaller salaries that 
were paid to them than to men of In- 
different qualifications' who were doing 
the same work. 

First Advocated Temperance. 

Her first essay into public life, how- 
ever, was in the cause of temperance. 
Beginning in 1859 she lectured on this 
subject for two years, finally becom- 
ing convinced that woman's efforts in 
behalf of this and other reforms must 
bo futile without the ballot. 

From this lime she Identified herself 
with the agitation for universal suf- 
frage, finding time, however, to write 
her name among those prominent in 
the abolition movement on the eve of 
the American civil war. 

In her work for equal suffrage, he- 
sides lecturing assiduously, she argued' 
her cause before committees of con--- 
gress, In the newspapers and before 
many conventions of various kinds. 
Between ; 1S70 tnd ISSo she spoke five or 
six times a week in all the Northern 
and some of the Southern states. 
Arrested for Voting. 

In 1872 she voted in the presidential 
election; and was arrested for doing so 
illegally, and tried. By advice of her 
lawyer, who was unwilling to have her i 
go to jail, she gave bonds, and thus 
lost the opportunity of bringing her 
case before the supreme court on ha- | 
bens corpus proceedings, a fact which 
she regretted as long as she lived. At 
her trial, she was found guilty and 
.tined, but the tine was never paid. 

In the period after the war Miss An- 
thony, for two years and a half, edited 
a weekly paper in Now York called the 
Revolution. This paper failed, leaving 
a debt of $10,000, which the editor paid 
in its entirety from money she was 
able to earn by her lecturing. 

Miss Anthony was also interested in 
the agitation which, while not aiming 
at equal suffrage, have resulted in ex- 
tending the ballot to women In school 
elections in nearly lialf the slntes, and 
jn municipal elections and on special 
questions in others. 

Miss Anthony's Optimism. 

Out of her long life of constant strug- 
gle our? nixieiy. during tvliirh fur ninny 
years her portion was abuse, hatred, ridi- 
cule ami aspersion, Susan 11. Anthony 
reaped onl.v jptlmisni, si.vs Iihetu Cliilde 
Dorr, in the New York Post.

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A Siberian Mammoth

OME four or five years ago I came 
across an American Illustrated 
newspaper containing an account 
of the discovery of a perfect mammoth 
In Siberia, where It had been Imbedded 
in a glacier for thousands of years. It was 
stated that an expedition had been sent 
from St. Petersburg by the Imperial 
Academy of Sciences, headed by Dr. 
Herz. Also that later a telegram had 
been received stating the expedition 
had been succssful In securing the ani- 
Imal complete, and that all the prin- 
cipal parts including even part of 
the contents of the stomach had been 
secured and were being brought on 
sledges overland for thousands of miles. 
I was intensely Interested in the al- 
leged discovery and made many en- 
quiries of various people to find out If 
there was anything in It more than 
sensation such as is often cot from 
some of the American papers. The 
result of my enquiries was very disap- 
pointing; most of those 1 interviewed 
considered It a yarn. I let the matter 
rest for some time and then decided 
to write to a friend in St. Petersburg 
for particulars. Mrs. Calthorpe nee 
Dunsmulr, wife of Captain Gough-Cal- 
thorpe, who was naval attache to the 
British Legation at the time, responded 
in due course of time, sending me a 
photo, reproduced herewith, of the an- 
imal as it appeared stuffed in the Im- 
perial Museum, and the promise of a 
description, which Mr. Norman, secre- 
tary of the legation, had kindly prom- 
ised to translato from the Russian for 
me. This has lately come to hand, and 
as Mr- Norman states, la rather disap- 
pointing. That is as regards the size 
of the mammoth, it being a young one. 
The wonderful part of the story is that 
the stomach of the mammoth contain- 
ed food as fresh as the day it was eat- 
en thousands of years ago. The food 
seems to have been young shoots '<f a 
species of pine tree, with vegetable 
(matter. The hair on its back was

The situation of the body ia a \%ry 
extraordinary one. It lies in an enor- 
mous pocket of ice, between the moun- 
tains, near the river bank. The ice is 
evidently the relic of the great glacier 
that existed here in former ages. The 
upper ice In time flowed away, leaving 
only the lower part shut up In this 
pocket. The River Beresowka. only 
thaws for a short time in summer. The 
surface of the earth in this region also 
thaws only at this season, and then 
only to a depth of two or three feet. 
Beneath . that the soil is eternally 
frozen. J 

A slight melting of the surface of the 
Ice left a bright, smooth space, peering 
through ■with the Cossack Jawlowsky 
saw the ancient mammoth preserved, 
as we sometimes see a lobster In a 
cake of ice. The Cossack knew how 
interesting such relics were to civilized 
men and promptly reported this one. 

Through the agency of Mr. Morn, the 
Chief of Police of Kolymsk, the Cos- 
sack'a report was conveyed to the Gov- 
erhoi- of Yakutsk. He being Interested 
in scien tltic matters promptly com- 
municated the report to the Imperial 
Academy of Sciences at St. Vetersburg. 

The greatest scientific undertaking 
of this kind ever made was then de- 
termined upon. This was nothing less 
than an expedition to bring back the 
complete body of the mammoth. It 
was promptly organized by the Im-. 
perlal Academy, with the fullest assist- 
ance of the government and the Minis- 
try of Finance. Dr. Otto Herz, curator 
of the Imperial Museum, was appoint- 
ed leader of the expedition, with Dr. 
Pfltzenmayer as assistant. 

The expedition proceeded along the 
Trans-Siberian railroad as far as Ir- 
kutsk. From there to the place of the 
discovery In a journey by land and 
water of fully 3,000 miles. The scl- 
ent sts made part of this journey in

Sometimes the mammoth would be 
come mired in a soft spot of earth In 
time and there sink in, die, become 
frozen and preserved forever. Another 
mammoth, while walking across a gla- 
cier, would fall into a crevasse and 
there become frozen in a gigantic block 
of ice. That Is what happened in the 
case of the animal recently discovered 
in Siberia. The soil Is generally frozen 
to a depth of 400 feet in Northern Si- 
beria. 

There were many species of mam- 
moths; some of them existing in ear- 
lier ages than others. One species was 
provided with four tusks, the upper 
ones turning up as in the present ele- 
phant, and the lower turning down, as 
in the walrus. These horns were of 
gigantic size, in some cases measur- 
ing twelve feet long. They were adapt - 
ed principally to digging up and pull- 
ing down trees. The mastodon was a 
giant elephant of a still earlier period 
than the nuufibioth. 

In spite cfPhclr gigantic size and 
weapons, tlitP mammoths were fre- 
quently killed by prehistoric men. 
These men must have been very brave 
and determined to kill these huge and 
terribly armed beasts, with stone and 
rude wood and bone spears. 

The very word "mammoth" is of Si- 
berian Tartar origin, being derived 
from the word "mammoth," the earth, 
on . account of the beast being found 
frozen in the earth.

many species of extinct elephants aro 
now distinguished, among which one, 
known under the name of Mammoth 
(Elephas Prlmlgenius), existed In Im- 
mense numbers in Europe and in St. 
beria aa far as Its most northern limits. 
In Siberia the frozen bodies of these 
animals have frequently been found 
well preserved, with the skin and flesh. 
On account of the remoteness of the 
places wher? these bodies have been 
found not all the expeditions sent to ex- 
hume them have had a successful is- 
sue. In this connection the most suc- 
cessful of all was that organized by the 
Academy of Sciences in 1901 to the 
River Berezovka, in the Yakutsk dis- 
trict, which consisted of Messrs. O. F. 
Herz and E. W. Pfizenmeyer. Thanks 
to this expedition an excellent speci- 
men of the mammoth was received by 
tho Academy of Sciences, — rather 
young, with skin, parts of the internal 
organs, some food and almost the 
whole skeleton. Unfortunately some of 
the soft parts of the body, such as the 
trunk, were not found. The remains 
of this mammoth made it possible not 
only to set up the skeleton, but to stuff 
the animal, which Is placed In the po- 
sition in which it died, suddenly, in ail 
probability, and In which it was found 
in s>. frozen condition.

From this account it appears that the 
mammoth was first reported by a Cos- 
sack named Jawlowsky. He found it 
in a glacier, near the Beresowka river, 
a tributary of the Kolyma river, In far 
Northeastern Siberia.

Dr. Herz, according tc the last 
report, was in doubt as to which of two 
ways he will take in returning. He 
may, during the coming summer, en- 
deavor to take the mammoth's remains 
overland to Markova, a little settle- 
ment on the Anadyr river, which runs 
into Behrlng Sea. There he would win- 
ter and go down the river at the 
opening of next summer and catch 
the steamship that calls there once a 
year.

Dear Sir,— Before leaving St. Peters- 
burg, Mrs. Gough-Calthorpe, wife of 
our late naval attache, asked me to 
send you some Information about the 
stuffed mammoth which Is In the Zoo- 
logical Museum here, as you were In- 
terested in such things, and I promised 
to translate the passage in the cata- 
logue which refers to the animal.

"T"N the Street of the Geisha— a : nas-

Her pretty head won not 
stretched out to return the greeting as 
usual. She lay on her futaml with 
still hands clasped tight on a photo- 
graph and a wisp of black hair— the 
photograph and hair of a soldier who 
had given his life for his country in 
the llerce fight nt Nanshan. The 
dainty O Haru San could no .longer 
nnswer greet lugs. She was dead. Her 
life's blond stained the (dean matting, 
flooding from the soaked pillow to the 
shojl. whose rice-paper panels hid the 
verandah beyond and the garden below 
It. An open wound at her throat and 
!i. blood-covered knife on the floor told 
Sheir own talc. The photograph she 
held told more. This Is why the old 
Neisan took it from the still brown 
hands before the sworded policemen 
came to ask questions — hard and cruel 
questions. The answers noted, they, 
went away, leaving the geisha of the 
House of the Stork alone with their 
dead. The geisha knew what the po- 
licemen did not know, that the unfor- 
tunate Miss Chrysanthemum had taken 
Dier life because Lieut. Ynnmmurn 
of tha Imperial Guards, was dead over 
seas. They believed the geisha had 
gone to join her soldier lover in that 
mystic plane where the shades journey 
In search of the eternal pence of Nir- 
vana. 

It Is a sad story that of Ynmnmurn 
and O Haru San. Once the little maid 
hnd lived In a house which stretched 
for yards and yards in a beautiful 
■wistaria garden at Shlnagawa. Before 
she was born the white-walled "nag- 
nya," which enclosed the villa, had 
housed her father's retainers, two- 
sworded men who fought their master's 
battles and upheld his honor within 
the land. Bui this was before the evil 
clays came, and a dwindling fortune 
saw the nagayn emptied before her 
mother died. Yet O Haru Snn was 
content; she and Iter father were suf- 
ficiently blesed with riches to live in 
comfort, If not In keeping with the old- 
style lavishness. And O Haru Snn was 
in love, which gave contentment. Oft- 
en in her happy girlhood days she had 
stood with the trailing wistaria — its 
pale blue blossoms beautiful In the 
night light — falling on her shoulders 
from the bamboo frame overhead; and 
as the moonlight filtered through the 
flowery screen, the youthful Yamam- 
ura from the neighboring villa had 
stood with her feeding the goldfishes 
which swarmed in the little lake be- 
fore them.

There 
wore two covered lines of entrench- 
ments, one above the other, ami each 
protected one of the two series of defence 
works; in the upper, riflemen covered the 
forts, in the lower they covered the 
minor defence works where were search- 
lights, machine guns nnd mine connec- 
tions; nnd covered ways gave passage 
from one work to the other and tele- 
phones made communication possible 
with nil the hill cuttings. In the trendi- 
es were beds and bedding, camp kitchens 
ii ml all the Impedimenta of a garrison. 
Behind serried Nanshan rose Nnnkwnn- 
ling, hut though it seemed better for the 
defence of this two-mile isthmus which 
was the door to Port Arthur's forty-one 
forts and a harbor sheltering a navy 
that feared to give buttle, few guns were 
mounted there. Sprawling Nanshan, 
practically five slow-inclining hills, was 
bristled with over 120 guns. 

The forlorne hope was few when it 
passed the entanglements, Lieut. Ynnia- 
in urn, his cheek caked with coagulated 
blood — it Berdau bullet had torn the 
fleshy part — was sitting down to put on 
straw sandals instead of the uncomfort- 
able leather boots; these Western abom- 
inations made blisters on his feet. Ser- 
geant Mukai and the others meanwhile 
calmly advanced in the face of a gall- 
ing fire. 

"Banzai. No longer was it n full- 
thnmted shout; it seemed a thin plain- 
tive wail. Further advance seemed im- 
possible. Tlie whip-whip of bullets and 
the phut-phut of impact against the 
earth seemed to unnerve all.

T'p — up — Up. r>J the race of the 
ringing death llteji climbed. " Who 
shall :.io|> us '.'"shouted Yamnmura, aid 
a Culi-tlironted banzai rolled back in re- 
ply, Prom the yellow garters circling 

the hill face— the trenches were plain 
in I lie hill as flounces of a woman's dress 
— machine guns swepl lanes in the ad- 
vancing ranks, even before the wire en- 
tanglements were reached. Some dis- 
auoo away nine men were mangled and 
their broken bodies hurled ill air mingled 
in a fountain of earth as a mine ex- 
ploded to the touch of an engineer in one 
of those terraces of the serried hills — it 
were folly for the victim.-- to have trod- 
den the obviously turned up earth mark- 
ing plain its dangers. In the woven 
net-work of the eruelly-bnrbed wire 
twenty feet wide nnd stretching at inter- 
vals along the bill-face, all interwoven 
between posts three or four feet high, 
impossible of passage by crawling be- 
neath, perspiring brown soldiers floun- 
dered, grunting in agony as the barbs 
lure their dotbes it ti (I flesh while com- 
rades were teased like flour-filled sacks 
over the glistening wire, as machine gun 
pellets or Berdan bullets punctured their 
trills. Above, the bands of the trenches 
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aid nails brought from the carpenter 
shop she fastened the image she brought 
to the sacred cryptomeria. There on 
her knees she prayed that the gods might 
slay the fickle Ynmamura, who had 
smiled at the maiden who leaned from a 
verandah as the soldiers marched by. 
Then O Haru San gathered her belong- 
ings and stole away. The next night 
she would go again and drive more nails 
into the snored tree, until, to save the 
holy cryptomeria from further desecra- 
tion, the messenger of the gods — the 
monkey who travels in space us fast na 
the shooting stars— would strike Y-am- 
amura dead. 

Three men leaned ngninst n slippery 
sen-polished rock to rest; it wearies the 
arms to hold a seven-pound Murnta 
bronst-high and paddle for hours breast- 
ing the flooding sea-swell. Near them 
four others supported each other; it were 
easier thus to withstand the tide. Two 
held the rifles and cartridge-filled hok- 
pouches in air while (he oilier two drag- 
ged from beneath, tho spn their wicker 
baskets of cold, brine soaked and ghttin- 



tle clouds wisping over them after sud 
den name-flashes disappeared, seemed 
an in, possible goal. Siberian riflemen, 
smol ing cigarettes, fired rapidly nt those 
uteris caught in the wires, dodging as 
the whistle of shrapnel sounded close and 
falling postrafe 'behind the gabions' to 
hide until the shell exploded nnd then 
dodge out again to send death to the 
forlorne hope struggling in tho wires. 

Deploying, the forlorn hope scurried 
from the wires leaving their dead caught 
in the entanglement they hud passed 
and a General staring at them with 
powerful binoculars from the wattled 
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was .shot down. A little hole showed 
in bis forehead as he rolled down tho 
hill; there was no blood flowing. Then 
the remnant ran and swarmed into the 
trench, beating bayonet against bayonet, 
kicking sandbags from the parallel onto 
those below. But they were too few; 
the defenders were too mail}', and, un- 
nerved by the slaughter the remainder — 
no more than a score — turned, broke, 
nnd fled down the hi!! which 'Mil had 
started to climb. 

A grey-coated rifleman took deliberate 
aim and a bullet penetrated Vatuamura's 
body.

Prom three sides the whole ariny was 
assailing tin 1 hill as bearers carried 
Lieut. Yamamura to a river-side field 
hospital. The massed artillery poured 
a gulling and well-aimed lire oni the de- 
fence works and from sen five gunboats 
with heavier naval guns came in lo turn 
the battle. Soon after the naval guns 
began Kondrachencho knew all was lost. 
The over-awed garrison, suffering terri- 
bly from artillery lire, continued a des- 
perate tight. Charges were broken, ma- 
chine guns sent death wholesale into ad- 
vancing lines, but gunners behind the 
loop-holed breastworks knew that they 
must leave. For six hours they held on, 
though, while hundreds of gunners made 
that hill a hell. Reserves were brought 
up and added to the brown swarms and 
assaults were pressed nearer and nearer 
under cover of the guns — 5Q0 yards, 
thou 11(10 — and the grey coats still fought I 
with desperation. Ammunition of thej 
gunners was dwindling, artillerymen ran I 
with empty shells from the caisson carts j 
to hide the famine: but the Russians 
were unaware. 

The pitiless mid-day snn had given I 
place to the chill of a clouded afternoon, 
n thunderstorm had broken and 'passed,! 
and it was twilight. In the dull light of ! 
approaching night a brown human seal 
flooded up the hill, now ebbing, then 
surging forward. Buiiets were thicker j 
than ever. The garrison fired furiously;' 
men fell right nnd left. Shrapnel was 
burst in showers over the trenches. 
Then a bugle quieted the guns; another 
flared, then another and another, and, 
with a roar, tho flooding brown sea leap- 
ed into life with a great deep-throated 



chorus of hnnzais. Snarling, roaring, 
shouting, the army swept up the hill. 
With axes nnd scissors entanglements 
were cut. Excited defenders hurriedly 
jammed cartridges into their Berdans 
and. fired hurriedly, from hip or shoul- 
der, anyhow, but they failed to stop the 
advance. It was beyond stopping, and 
a flood of humans surged into the 
trenches. Nothing could stop it, noth-. 
ing. Vainly the stubborn Siberians gnve 
thrust, for thrust, lighting witli almost 
Berserker rage. None can withstand 
the sea, and -this was a brown sea which 
surged into the. .works and planted blood- 
ied Bising Sun flags -While the defenders; 
tied. Wagons made their way from the 
hill through' the night, gunners' galloped 
their teams, men ran, throwing away 
rifles and kits, all helter-skelter "for the 
walls of Port Arthur's forts in the face 
of/the foe which followed only to Nank- 
Wflnling. But in the night some gun- 
boats followed and sunk nome fugltive- 
Infletl junks near Talienwnn bay. 

jAl night the bearers with glim- 
mering paper lanterns came to pick up 
the wounded and heap up the dead great 
bivouac fires gleamed at the fop of tho 
hill, lighting up joyful brown faces — 
nnd then, muttering something about the 
monkey god, Lieut. YnmutilUia died of 
his wounds. 

The "gogui-runne'rSi" with clanging 
bells, were selling extras of tho Tokio 
newspapers in the Street of the Geisha 
and the ueisans hurried with coppers to 
buy the Niclii Nlchl Shimbun which in 
collated official reports, told a scanty 
talo of the battle of Nanshan. Next day 
Ojllaru San, reading a list of casualties 
— an officer from the War Department 
hud given it, as u favor, to O Kaka San 
— learned that her former lover was dead 
and she wept bitterly. She sorejy re- 
gretted that she had gone in "the hours 
of the ox," after the custom of aban- 
doned maidens, to mar the sacred trees 
that the gods might slay him. Now she 
would have him live again. 

It is ever the way of women, nnd 
these of Japan differ little under their 
skin from those overseas, Together the 
Geisha of the House of the Stork siiuut- 
ted on their cushions about the weeping 
Mists Chrysanthemum, nnd O Kaka San 
rend from the Nichi Nichi of the bloody 
light in the closing 'days of May at Nan- 
sha n. 

"The First Regiment was exposed to 
the hottest fire," read O Kaka San, and, 
she interpolated, they are the men of 
Tokio, with whom Yamamura San, lover 
of the lovely O Haru San, fought. "For 
hours," she went on, "the regiment held 
its place close to the enemy's position. 
At. live o'clock it was ordered to capture 
one of the enemy's forts a fined with ma- 
chine guns. These guns hud been work- 
ing havoc; their capture was ordered at 
all costs. A picked force volunteered 
for the work. The men removed their 
leather boots and placed sandals on their 
feet. They, advanced calmly, going for- 
ward in the face of an awful fire, but 
when they reached the wire entangle- 
ments, not more than 200 yards from 
the gnus, none stood. All had been shot 
down." 

"Lieut. Yamnmura was among the 
hrave men; he died a glorious death," 
said the old Obasnn. "Should not O 
Haru San be proud?" 

But: O Haru San was weeping bitter- 
ly; she was still thinking of how she had 
stolen out in the still "hours of the ox" 
to pray for tho soldier's death. 

"If I had u lover who fought there I 
would be happy, very happy," said O 
Kaka San. 

Yet O Haru San wept: sobbing bitter- 
ly long after the sympathetic neisar had 
tucked the bed-clothes about her. In 
the morninfg they found her ilend.

A MONTH before sailing I visited 
the floating skyscraper which 
was to bear us away. It was 
hitched to a dock in. Hoboken, 
and It reminded mo of a St. Bernard 
dog tied by a silken thread. It was the 
biggest skiff afloat, with an observa- 
tory on the roof and covered porches 
running all the way around. It was 
a very large boat. 

After inspecting the boat and ap- 
proving of it, I selected a room with 
southern exposure. -Later on, when 
we sailed, the noble craft backed into 
the river and turned round before head- 
ing for the. Old "World, and I found my- 
self on the north side of the ship, with 
nothing coming in at the porthole ex- 
cept a current of cold air direct from 
Labrador. 

This room was on the starboard or 
port side of the ship— I forget which. 
After traveling- nearly one million mil- 
lion miles, more or less, by steamer I 
am still unable to tell which Is star- 
board and which Is port. I can tell 
time by the ship's bell if you let me 
use a pencil, but "starboard" means 
nothing to me. In order to make It 
clear to the reader, I will say that the 
room was on the "haw" side of the 
boat. I thought S was getting the 
"gee" side as the vessel lay at the dock, 
but I forgot that it had to turn around 
in order to start for Europe, and I 
found myself "haw." I complained to 
one of the officers and said that I had 
engaged a stateroom with southern ex- 
posure. He said they couldn't back up 
all the way across the Atlantic just to 
give me the sunny side of thf> boat. 
This closed the incident. He did ex- 
plain, however, that if I remained In 
the ship and went back with them I 
•would have southern exposure all the 
way home. > 

The unexpected manner In which the 
boat turned around has suggested to 
me a scheme for a revolving apartment 
house. The building will be set on 
gigantic casters and will revolve slowly 
so that every apartment will have a 
southern exposure at certain hours of 
the day. to say nothing of the advant- 
age of getting a new view every few 
minutes. It Is well known that apart- 
ments with southern exposure and ov- 
erlooking the Boulevard command a 
double rental. "When every apartment 
may have a southern exposure and face 
the main thoroughfare, think of the 
tremendous increase in revenues! I 
explained my scheme for a revolving 
apartment house to a gentleman from 
St. Joe.. Mo., whom I met In the smok- 
ing room and he has agreed to give it 
financial backing. 

Our ship was the latest thing out. 
To say that It was about seven hundred 
feet long and nearly sixty feet beam 
and 42,000 tons displacement does not 
give a graphic. idea of its huge propor- 
tions. A New Yorker might under- 
stand if told that this ship stood on 
. end, would be about as tall as two 
Flatlron buildings spliced end to end. 

Out In Indiana this comparison was 
unavailing, as few of the residents 
lmve seen the Flatlron building and 
only a small percentage of them have 
any desire to see It. So when a Hon- 
sier aqcualntance asked me something 
about the ship I led him out Into Main 
street and told him that it would reach

to know how long she was. I repeat- 
ed the Presbyterian church story. He 
merely remarked "I thought 'Bill' was 
lyin' to me." and then went his way. 

It is hard to live down a carefully 
Required reputation, and therefore the 
statement as to the length of the Ves- 
sel was regarded as a specimen out- 
burst of native humor. "When I went 
on to say that the boat would hav«i on 
hoard three times as many people as 
were in our whole town, that she had 
seven decks, superimposed like the 
Hayers of a jelly cake; that elevators 
carried passengers from one deck to 
another, that a dally newspaper was 
printed on board and that a brass band 
Save concerts every day, to say noth- 
ing of the telephone exchange and 
the free bureau of information, then all 
doubt was dispelled and my local 
.standing as a dealer in morbid fiction 
svas largely fortified. 

"How about the skating rink?" ask- 
ted the druggist. 

"There la no skating rink, but there 
5s a large gymnasium supplied with 
mechanical horses and camels, so that 
a passenger may take a long ride be- 
bore breakfast." 

"Carry any vel'inary surgeons?" 
"No: but two doctors. Also there Js 
Ft book store and a florist's shop." 

It was gospel truth, every word of 
It. but they listened and tried to keep 
straight faces, and then broke out and 
began to laugh. Seeing that I was set 
down as a hopeless liar, I went on and 
Invented a bowling alley, a billiard hall 
and a "Wednesday night prayer meeting 
without further compromising myself. 

The chief wonder of our new liner 
(for nil of us had a proprietary inter- 
est the moment we came aboard) was 
the system of elevators. Just think of 
1t! Elevators gliding up and down be- 
tween decks the same as In a modern 
office building. Very few passengers 
used the elevators, but It gave us some- 
thing to talk about on board ship and 
it would give us something to blow 
about ufler we had returned home. 

Outside of the cage stood a young 
German with a blond pompadour and 
n jacket that came just below his 
shoulder blades. He was so clean he 
looked as if he had been scrubbed with 
soap and then rubbed with holystone. 
Every German menial on board seem- 



ed to have two guiding ambition in 
life. One was to keep himself immnc- 
ulate wid the other was to grow a 
U-shaped mustache, the same as the 
one worn by the Kaiser. 

The boy In charge of .the elevator 
would plead with people to get on and 
ride. Usually, unless he waylaid them, 
they would forget all about the new 
Improvement and would run up and 
down stairs in the old fashioned man- 
ner instituted by Noah and Imitated by 
Christopher Columbus. 

This boy leads a checkered career on 
each voyage. "When he departs from 
New York he is the elevator boy. As 
the vessel approaches Plymouth, Eng- 
land, #e becomes the lift attendant. 
At Cherbourg he is transformed Into 
a. garcon d'ascenseur, and as the ship 
draws near Hamburg he Is the Auf- 
zugsbehueter, which Is ah awful thing 
to call a mere child. 

Goodness only known what will be 
the ultimate result of present competi- 
tion between ocean liners. As our 
boat was quite new and extravagantly 
up to date, perhaps some information 
concerning it will be of interest, even 
to those old and hardened travelers 
who have been across so often that 
they no longer set down the run of the 
ship and have ceased sending pictorial 
post cards to their friends at home. 

In the first place, a telephone In ev- 
ery room, connected with a central 
station. The passenger never uses It, 
because when he Is a thousand miles 
from shore there Is no one to be called 
up, and If he needs the stewnrd he 
pushes a button. But It Is there — a 
real German telephone, shaped like a 
broken pretzel, and any one who has 
a telephone in his room feels that he 
is getting something for his money. 

After two or three lessons any Am- 
erican can use a foreign telephone. All 
he has to learn Is which end to put to 
his ear and how to keep two or three 
springs pressed down all the time he Is 
talking. In America he takes down the 
receiver and talks Into the 'phone. Else- 
where he takes the entire telephone 
down from a rack and holds it the same, 
as a slide trombone. 

In some of the cabins were electric 
hair curlers. A Cleveland man who 
wished to call up the adjoining cabin 
on the 'phone, just to see if the thing 
would work, put the hair curler to his 
ear and began talking into the dynamo. 
There was no response, so he pushed 
a button and nearly ruined his left ear. 
It was a natural mistake. In Europe 
anything attached to a wall is liable 
to be a telephone. 

On the whole, I think cir telephone 
system Is superior to thnt of .any for- 
eign cities. Our telephone girls have 
larger vocabularies, for one thing. In 
England the "hello" Is never used. 
When nn Englishman gathers up the 
ponderous contrivance and fits it 
against his head he asks: "Are you 
there." If the other man answers 
"No" that stops the whole conversation. 

Travelers throughout the world 
should rise up and unite In a vote of 
thanks to whoever It was that abolish- 
ed the upper berth in the newer boats.

net, decorated with a motif in the cen- 
tre 'of some sort of lace. 

For the woman who has nothing to 
consult but her own tastes, these cur- 
tains come already made. In varying 
degrees of beauty and of costliness. But 
for her sister, who must count cost 
above everything else, there is great 
comfort in the fact that very little work 
is necessary to niako a very pretty cur- 
tain possible, and the cost, as every lace- 
maker knows, is minimized It you 
haven't the work to pay for. 

Renaissance and Arabian lace arc the 
two most popular laces for the purpose, 
made Into big, effective motifs— longer 
than wide— which are spaced exactly In 
the centre of the net. 

Sometimes the edge Is finished with a. 
narrow lace braid, laid on both upper 
and lower side, and sewed with Invisible 
stitches to form a hem. And sometimes 
the edges are hemmed, but hemming Is 
hard to do upon net without having the 
stitches show. As often as cither way 
of finishing, the net is simply turned In 
and tacked with the finest. £ little tacks 
into place. 

A curtain of this type must necessa- 
rily be stretched quite flat to show off 
the design at Its prettiest. 

Where a curtain which is more of a 
screen is desired, the design may bo 
broken up into five smaller motifs, one 
placed in the centre, the others in the 
four corners. 

PROVIDE FOK FULNESS 

Of course, this sort of a curtain is cut 
much wider than tho other (which must 
be just Ihe width of your doorpane), at 
least onco and a half the width of the 
pane, or, if you want the folds to 
crush up into a great deal of fulness, 
double the width of the pane. Run 
narrow casings at top and bottom, with 
or without a small heading, as you 
please, and slip them on small brass

THE press agent's calling Is an 
ancient one for man, but of late 
woman has entered the Held 
and in some cases is making a 
good comfortable living out of it. 

One large corporation pays Us man 
press representative a salary of ?S00O 
n year. His business Is to see that the 
news of the affairs of the concern 
reaches the public In such form as to 
increase its business. I don 't know o 
a woman getting anything like this 
amount, but I do not know why sue 
should not. . 

The politician has bis agent In order 
that his views may be given correctly 
to the eager car of the public. He 
Hays all kinds ot prices for this ser\ - 
ice The theatrical agent receives from 
$26 to $1*5 a week. -Here we occa- 
sionally tint! a woman doing the woik. 
One In Brooklyn I know personally. 

As society press agent a woman is 
better than a man as a general thing. 
Her business Is to see that her cm- 
plover avoids or receives publicity as 
■he may wish. Giving out the lists of 
guests "at great functions, furnishing 
descriptions of gowns and all other 
details that so greatly interest the 
uubllc. is all attended to by the one 
fcerson. She thus relieves all others 
concerned, anil the news Is at tho 
game time correct and therefore sat- 
isfactory. 

One of the first officers to bo ap- 
pointed nowadays at all Important 
conventions and similar gatherings Is 
the "chairman of the press." The 
young woman so selected collects all 
data, puts It. In proper shape and sends 
or takes It to the newspapers for pub- 
lication. . 

Weddings are always reported. When 
a woman ursia umoiU sets the anncyrice- 



and proposes to attend to the giving out 
of the news. 

One man paid $500 to the agent .who 
handled the press notices for the wed- 
ding of his daughter to an English no- 
bleman. All agents can't ex pent such 
luck often; but there are weddings 
every day, and some one gives the news 
for publication, and she generally gets 
paid for doing so.

outlined with a heavier thread, tho

heavier thread as well. This use of. 
the two weights of threads gives almost 
the effect of lace work, with a very 
pretty difference. 

That work takes time and patience 
and a certain amount of skill, but, like, 
everything else under tho sun. It is 
imitated in a form of work which is 
very easily done and very effective at 
the same time — one of the most suc- 
cessful imitations ot anything which 
has been shown for a long while. 

It is Malay work in character, but 
Instead oC the drawn background net 
is used and the figures darned in. 
This simplifies the work by more than 
half, and as each part of the work — 
each square and strip — is done by it- 
self, the trouble of handling is less- 
ened as well. 

When the motifs are made, they are 
Inserted In the linen. 

Drawn work upon sheeting linen 
makes the loveliest sort of spreads, es- 
pecially If a slip be made to go under 
the spread, of some pale tint. But It 



must be very pale, just enough color 
about it to bring the work out, and 
the merest tint will do that. 

The pattern should be of rather an 
elaborate character, with plenty of spi- 
der webs and wheels of closely woven 
threads put in wherever there is tho 
slightest excuse for them. And, what 
is true of almost every style of hand- 
made spread as well, the work should 
be kent to the centre, well above the 
turn of the mattress. 

Dainty spreads arc made of linen, 
treated in another way, with the color 
scheme of the room expressed In the 
form of flowers, flung all over the spread 
and embroidered, of course, in their nat- 
ural colors. In a violet room, a great 
bunch of single or double violets In one 
(or In each of the four) corner of the big 
centre, with single flowers and buds 
dropped here and there and that lay 
down at the top embroidered with a cou- 
ple more bunches, would make a stun- 
ning spread. Wild roses or roses In any 
form, for that matter, sweet peas— what- 
ever best suits tho room— can be used to 
splendid effect. 

And this furnishes a suggestion for a 
baby present: a crib spread of linen, 
embroidered in wee (lowers, nnlshed 
with a deep hemstitched hem, would bo 
given the henrtlest sort of a welcome. 

Elnen, by the way, la a great favorite 
for all sorts of spreads, some of tho 
newest made with motifs of French- 
Irish crochet lace— that kind with tho 
heavy halls and the odd, new patterns- 
set in here and there. Those motifs are 
so rich that a very few are enough to 
trim your spread. ' 

Blind and eyelet embroidery are both 
used, but neither is so popular as lace 
for almost every sort of lace is used 
In one way or another. 

Even German Valenciennes lace is 
u-;ed for some rather simple ones. A 
couple of rows of Insertion run down 
the whole length on each side, and 
crossed by others, which strlp^ each

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Railway Rates as a Factor in Western Ganada Crowth. U. S. Writer Holds Canadian «« 
Railways Give Better Terms to Shippers Than U. S. Lines. 



BURDEN IS LIGHT 
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R. E. AV. THOMPSON, writing 
in the Boston Evening Trans- 
cript of February 10, has the 
folio-wing under the headings: 

"A Comparison of Freight Hates on 
the Hill Roads with Those in Canada, 
Just across the Line Shows Striking 
Differences In Favor of the JDomln-' 
Ion's Farms — Figures that seem to 
Show That by Reason of These Rates 
a Quarter Section In Canada is "Worth 
$S0O More Than One in the United 
States Similarly Situated — Canadian 
Rates May Go Lower Yet." 

Because Bon ton la the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway winter port commercial 
Boston stands to gain by rapid and 
comphlte settlement of the Canadian 
prairie West. Hence it is good tid- 
ings for Boston that the emigration 
of farmers from the United States 
prairie West to that of Canada con- 
tinues. It Is expected to include at 
least 60,000 souls for the current year. 
Perhaps the movement is not wholly 
accounted for by Canada's giving free 
grants of 160 acres of good wheat land 
to adult emigrants. Railway rates 
on wheat may have more to do with 
it than casually appears. Farmers are 
apt to be attracted by low freight 
rates, attracted to a degree greater 
than the economy amounts to In 
money. They like to be located when: 
they can be served by railway com- 
panies noted for liberal dealing. In 
such dealing there is a sort of promise 
of still more liberal rates. This prom- 
ise Is the more distinct where popular 
government, over which Western fann- 
ers must increasingly have influence 
or control, supervises railway rates, 
and governs the railway companies 
by a standing commission having ar- 
bitrary regulative powers. 

Two years ago this correspondence 
set forth a large body of tabulated 
figures to prove that the Canadian Pa- 
cific and Canadian Northern Railway 
companies, -which serve the Canadian 
West, were then much more liberal 
in wheat rates than the American 
"Hill System" companies, the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific, which 
serve that United States West, ad- 
joining Canadian prairies, The ad- 
vantage of any Canadian wheat farm- 
er between Winnipeg and Calgary was 
then at least 55 per acre in land va- 
lues, these being estimated solely on 
the basis of wheat rates to lake water, 
and the comparison being with Unit- 
ed States lands of similar fertility at 
similar distances west. There is some 
reason to believe that extensive repub- 
lication of the transcript ligures by 
Western pupers was beneficial to Am- 
erican farmers. At anyrate Mr. J, J. 
Hill gave his farmers some relief. In 
tho harvest season of last year (1905) 
a more extensive softening of his heart 
was generally announced by the West- 
ern press. It was stated that ho had 
reduced wheat rates to the Canadian 
Pacific railway level throughout the 
American prairie near the Canadian 
border. An elaborate examination nf 
the 1905 wheat tariffs of t he Hill rail- 
ways confirms the assertion that con- 



siderable reductions [were made by the 
Hill roads, But the Canadian Pacific 
railway and Canadian Northern rates 
were not fully met. it- Is with 'some 
hope of inducing the United States 
roads to come down a few points more, 
and so place the American Western 
farmer on an equality with his adja- 
cent Canadian rival, that the following 
statements are presented. The quality 
of meiey In Mr. Hill would probably 
be twice or possibly thrice blessed did 
he lower wheat rates, since the Cana- 
dian Paclllc railway company might 
then knock off a point or two more, 
which might again bring down Hill 
fates, and benefit farmers and ports 
In both countries. This correspond- 
ence, it may be superfluous to mention, 
Is Invariably conducted in a spirit of 
beneiicient internationalism. 

Were freight rates set strictly ac- 
cording to railway geography, then 
Minnesota, Dakota and Montana farm- 
ers should get their wheat hauled to 
lake water considerably cheaper than 
could Canadian farmers at similar 
longitudes west. That ought to re- 
sult from the American Lake Superior 
paTt of Duluth being nearer the Amer- 
ican prairies than the Canadian Bake 
Superior port of Fort William is to 
tho Canadian prairies. From Winni- 
peg to Fort William is 427 miles. From 
Grand Forks, Dakota, nearly due south 
of Winnipeg, the distance to Duluth 
Is but 300 miles. The Grand Forks 
wheat sldpper might, therefore, rea- 
sonably expect a lower rate to Duluth 
than the Winnipeg shipper gets to 
Port William. But the boot is on the 
other leg. The Winnipeg- Fort Wil- 
liam rate is 10 cents per 100 pounds. 
The Grand Forks-Duluth rate Is 12 
cents per 100 pounds, Nearer by 1-7 
miles to this port, the Grand Forks 
shipper is worse oil! by two cents per 
100 pounds. 

What does this signify In land val- 
ues? Let the assumption be that 
two wheat farms, one at Grand Porks, 
the other at Winnipeg, will each yield 
25 bushels, or say, 1,450 pounds to the 
acre. Then tho respective wheat 
rates make the Winnipeg farm worth 
29 cents per acre per year more than 
the Grand Forks farm. That sum Is 
the Interest at 6 per cent, on almost 
$5. The actual wheat value of the 
Winnipeg farm is therefore almost 
$5 per acre more than that of the 
Grand Porks farm. That means $S00 
difference in the wheat values of the 
ordinary quarter section farms, 160 
acres. The sum is a largo one to farm- 
ers who think of moving. 

St. Ylncent, Minn., wheat shippers. 
360 miles from Duluth, have to pay 
the Great Northern road 13 cents per 
100 pounds to Duluth. Emerson ship- 
pers just across the boundary from St. 
Vincent, have to pay the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway only 12 cents for carry- 
ing 100 pounds to Fort William, 193 
miles' haul. 

The following table shows the re- 
spective wheat rates at points not far 
from tho boundary line, and nearly 
opposite one another in longitude.

The significance of the above figures 
is, if the method of the previous com- 
putation of land values be followed, 
that Canadian farmers near the Inter- 
national boundary have everywhere an 
advantake of almost $2.50 per acre In 
the wheat value i%f their land, and one 
of almost $7.50 in the comparison be- 
tween Estavan and Avoea. 

In tho following, as In the preced- 
ing tabulation, the wheat rates are 
taken from the 1905 tariffs of the re- 



spective railroad companies, and the 
distance from their passenger time 
tables. A very few of the distances 
are estimated, these being of wheat 
stations not found on the passenger 
lists, and it is possible that 
the estimate may occasionally be as 
much as two or three miles wrong. 
In all cases where there are more 
routes' than one on any company's 
system to the lake port specified, then 
the shortest route is taken in quoting 
distance figures.

That the wheat rates on the respec- 
tive brunch "-allways of the specified 
systems are similarly advantageous 
to the Canadian farmer also could be 
shown by tabulations. 

Were land values to be estimated 
solely by comparison of wheat rates 
to lake ports, a Canadian acre 430 
miles from Fort William would be 
reckoned worth as much as an Ameri- 
can aire 130 miles from Duluth, as 
each acre has a ten cent rate to the 
respective lake ports. By similar cal- 
culation on the basis of wheat rates 
from ten to twenty-five cents the com- 
parative values of wheat lands of 
equal fertility would be as follows:

Because Hill System roads carry 
much wheat to Duluth from points 
within 100, 200, 300 and 400 miles of 
that port it might naturally be ex- 
pected that they would give lower 
long haul rates than the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company, which gets 
practically no wheat within 427 miles 
of Fort William, and therefore has to 
operate over that long distance with- 
out any wheat freights. The facts are 
directly contrary to that ' natural ex- 
pectation. 

If all this assists explanation of the 
boom in West Canada it may bis 
logically inferred that farmers will 
continue to rush to that country for 
years to come. The more i f is popu- 
lated tho lower can the Canadian rail- 
way companies put wheat rates, and 
their policy plainly is to put those 
rates to the lowest possible. .More- 
over the Canadian '.'Grand Trunk 
Pacific" or "National Transconti- 
nental" is now under contract. The 
specifications demand a better road 
than any now existing in either the 
Canadian or the American West. That 
road, will be bale to carry wheat pro- 
fitably at lower rates than any now 
conceded. Of course the Canadian Pa- 
sclfic railway will have to meet that 
competition. This implies that Can- 
adian rates on wheat must go down 
within a few years so much as to en- 
hance greatly the advantage of Cana- 
dian lands in a comparison of their 
potential values with those of tho 
United States lands situated along the 
Hill System railways. 

The farmers in North Dakota and 
other wheat states of the Northwest 
have complained for many years at 
the. rates they have to pay for trans- 
porting their wheat to market. Un- 
doubtedly this situation is one of the 
causes for the moving of some of these 
United States farmers to Canada.

Mr. Maxwell Smith, Dominion fruit 
inspector, attended the annual conven- 
tion of the North we.itcrn Fruit Grow- 
ers' association, held ut Lu Grande. 
Ore., in January, and delivered an ad- 
dress on the fruit industry Of Canada, 
which was received with 'much appre- 
ciation by it large audience, During 
his speech Mr. Smith said: 

"1. dare not. lake up so much of the 
time of the convention as might be nec- 
essary to treat this subject as 1 should 
like to do, but: before I sit down 1 ask 
your indulgence .while 1 say a word or 
two about the fruit industry in our lar- 
gest, anil as many of us believe, best 
province, viz., British Columbia, where 
we have practically all the climates 011 
the continent,- .from almost perpetual 
summer on the coast; to the high alti- 
tudes of tho interior, where the winter 
king reigns supreme twelve months in 
the year. Here is the paradise of tho 
Canadian fruit grower not withst ndinv 
the merits of the l'ar-fnined Niagara 
peninsula of Ontario and the Annapolis 
vaiiey of Nova Scotia. The growing of 
apples, pears, prunes, peaches, plums, 
nectarines, cherries and small fruits has 
already reached 11 commercial basis, and 
gropes, apricots anil oilier delicate fruits 
and nuts have been successfully grown 
in many districts. The Black Hamburg 
grupe is being successfully raised in 
I he. open ut Keremeos, in the Similka- 
ineen valley, and splendid apples ore 
xi'iiwn 

400 Miles North of Vancouver 

and this may he far short of the limit. 

In 1004 there were only about 14,- 
000 acres in the whole province pro- 
ducing fruit, and the revenue from that 
amounted to some ?G00,000 in 1005 the 
urea had been increased to about 80,000 
acres, and, owing to the excellent qual- 
ity and good prices realized, the lota 1 
revenue would net close <•■■> $100,000. 
Some $0(10.1111(1 was also expended in the 
purchase andiiuprovemenl of fruit land a 
in the. province during the past year. 

In 1005 the full apples were sold at 
$1 per box, the bulk of (he early win- 
ter varieties brought $1.25 ami now 
$1 50 per box f. o. b. shipping point is 
being paid for grade No. ) B, C. ap- 
ples. 1 refer to the ordinary stock olid 
not to specially selected and choice ship- 
ments. 

With the rapidly developing prairie 
provinces of Athabasca. A Iberia. Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba, containing 
385,000,000 acres, and capable of sup- 
porting untold millions of. people lying 
between the Kooky mountains and the 
Great Lukes, surely fruitgrowing in 
British Columbia has a bright future, 
and over-production is well nigh an 
impossibility with such a market at our 
very door. . 

That tliC Pacific province produces 
Fruit of the Highest Quality 
can be shown by the fact that for the 
past two years in succession B. C. fruit 
has carried off the 'gold medals from 
the Royal Horticultural society in Lon- 
don, England, ngninst all competitors. 

But (here are many obstacles yet to ov- 
ercome, such as reducing the number 
of commercial varieties grown, unifor- 
mity of packages, transportation ([ites- 
tions and others too numerous to men- 
tion, whieh tho British Columbia grow- 
er must manfully face ami overcome. 

The provincial government has n start 
Of fruit pest inspectors, whose chief du- 
ties are the prevention of the importa- 
tion or spread of insect pests or dis- 
eases injurious to fruit. These regula- 
tions are enforced by the British Colum- 
bia authorities with perhaps greater de- 
termination than in any Other fruit grow- 
ing province, and perhaps there i> no 
other province or state on tho contin- 
ent that enjoys the proud distinction of 
having no codling moth or San .lose 
scale. These may . -come, hul in the 
meantime British Columbia is not bor- 
rowing trouble. "It's time enough to

SUICIDE OF A CLERK. 

Buffalo .Civic Official Under Accusa- 
tion Shoots Himself. . 

Buffalo, March 23.— Charles T. I.ytte, 
warrant clerk in the city comptroller's 
office, shot and killed himself this morn- 
ing.

About fifteen years ago an extraor- 
dinary account was given of an East 
Indian ant (Oerophylla smuragdlna) 
thai, fastened the leaves of its nest 
with threads spun by its own larvae, 
The much doubted report, has been con- 
firmed by Into observations of B. 
Dpfleln, In Ceylon, and E. Coddle, In 
lirazll. Doflein slightly tore a nest, 
when live or six ants arranged them- 
selves In a straight row and slowly 
pulled the edges of the leaves together, 
While others cleared away the pieces. 
Other workers then appeared, each 
carrying a larvae In its mandibles. 
The larvae were used as distaffs and 
shuttles, and soon line threads hound 
the loaves together and were crossed 
in a firm web. 

Window glass Is the novel covering 
i I'm' wounds recommended by a British 
' surgeon. The glass Is smeared with 
I earboiuted oil and packed uround the 
edges with absorbent cotton, and gives 
protection against blood-poisoning, 
hemorrhage and irritation. The glass 
can bo removed lor cleaning without 
trouble. 

The transmutation of metals — so 
much ridiculed a. few years ago — is now 
thought to be taking place In nature, 
but the modern alchemist is still as 
powerless as was tho ancient one to 
bring it about by artificial means. If 
j it ever becomes practicable, the valu- 
able product will be the energy released 
as electricity or in other form. .Mr. 
! F. Soddy points out that the energy of 
\ sonic hundreds of tons of coal would 
have to lie put into an ounce of silver 
! to convert it into gold, but that a more 
probable change would be from a heavy 
element like lead, the operation yield- 
ing energy of great value, with the gold 
j as an unimportant by-product. A sim- 
ilar extraction is going on at ou.v great 
power stations — water-power, steam 
and gas. Tho fuel or high potential 
water Is converted info baser products, 
and the process abstracts valuable en- 
ergy that is converted Into useful 
forms. 

What is now known as hypnotism 
was heralded nearly a half century ago 
as of great importance In medical 
diagnosis and as moral aid in training 
children, and much greater powers have 
been assigned to it 111 recent years, A 
late French writer has shown that its 
usefulness has greatly exaggerated 
It aTfects only wills too weak to be aid- 
ed, and it can have no value In sys- 
tematic education. Grasset has con- 
cluded that it is so often harmful that 
it should be employed only by the 
practiced physician. Tho same au- 
thority has found that suggestion may 
not be expected to cure a purely men- 
tal state, nor even a grave and pro- 
found nervous disease like hysteria, 
and that Its chief value In therapeutics 
is in localizing nervous disorders, espe- 
cially hysteria. 

Tubing and chemical utensils are now 
made from magnesia in a German fac- 
tory. The apparatus looks like that 
from baked porcelain clay, and it is 
not cracked or otherwise injured by 
sudden heating. The temperature may 
be safely carried up to 17.70 degrees C. 

The small quantities of manganese 
shown by -chemical analysis in animal 
and vegetable substances, have been 
looked upon us accidental and unneces- 
sary. Recent investigations, however, 
have tended to prove that the metal is 
Indispensable to the living cell, and 
Bertrand, a French experimenter, has 
found that pure sulphate of manganese 
has a marked fertilizing effect, an ap- 
plication of about .70 pounds to the 
acre gjvlng an increase of 22.5 per cent 
in a crop of oats. The crop from the 
manganese fertilizer, however, is shown 
I by analysis to contain no more of the 
i metal than the crop from other soil, 
the plant seeming to require a certain 
I definite proportion. 

J A. peculiar mealy flavor of milk has 
been traced by two British bacteriolo- 
gists to the action of a small amount of 

I copper dissolved from containing ves- 
sels. The contaminated milk is liable 

■ to develop the flavor lu sixteen to eigh- 
teen hours, and it appears that tin' 

I presence of the traces of copper both 

I retards the development of the usual 
lactic organisms and plays a more di- 
rect part in the development of the or- 
ganisms to which the flavor is due. 

Occurrence in a regular cycle of live, 
years is thj strange peculiarity of a 
bacterial disease of tomatoes that has 
caused much loss In the English county 
of Kent. Tt first appeared in 1888, 
when It ruined the crop, as It did also 
in 1892, 1807 and 1901-2, but other 
years have been free from it. All ef- 
forts to exterminate the pest have been 
unsuccessful. 

Imperfect vision is being found by 
British school boards to ben deplorable 
handicap upon tho life work of thou- 
sands of pupils. In one Scottish dis- 
trict twelve per cent of nil the school 
children had hypermetropic astigma- 
tism, and by the ago of .1,7 would all 
require glosses, becoming thereby un- 
fitted for many occupations. '

"•n't the only party to be put 'at a 
frightful disadvantage' when these five- 
minute scenes are •expanded.' "

In his 
playing of the sonata by Boccheris, who 
also wrote that celebrated minuet 
which; when played by the Mendelssohn 
Quintette club, hae so often charmed a 
Victoria audience, Jiis 'technique 'was 
little short of marvelous. In fact from 
beginning to end he held his audience 
spellbound. in liis uo wing uf the rapid 
passages every note stood out like a 
diamond, especially in the higher regis- 
ters and harmonics. At the close of 
hici magnificent performance and in re- 
sponse to a most enthusiastic encore, he 
again delighted the audience with that 
celebrated gavotte by David Popper, 
who has been recognized as the 'Saras- 
ate of the 'cello. The other numbers by 
Gerardy were an aria by Bach and a 
Tarniitetie by Popper. The aria, al- 
though magnificently played, is perhaps 
better in its original form as a violin 
solo for the Gustring only. In the 
lighter music of the Taruntelle, Gerardy 
was exceptionally good; being compelled 
to respond to an insistent encore he en- 
raptured his audience with Pugolese's 
Nina. On the conclusion of the eon- 
cert probably fifty of the audience re- 
mained to take possession of the young 
cellist and shake hands with him. con- 
gratulating him upon a musicianly per- 
formance which will be memorable in 
Victoria." 

That was eight yea re ago, when Ger- 
ardy was a boy — certainly immature 
in his art as compared witli the Gerardy 
at the zenith of his greatness today, 
hailed by both Europe and America us 
the greatest performer upon his favorit 
instrument whom the world knows.

For it is such laborious 
process that makes the master. His 
1000 American tour is limited to forty 
concerts, and it is an exceptional com-

there were required about eight hundred 
costumes. When nt his" all this was 
arranged, there came the work of re- 
hearsing the play. The rehearsals gen- 
erally occupied about five weeks, about 
ten hours a day being devoted to the 
work. After five solid weeks of re- 
hearsal there came the dress rehearsal, 
in which all the elements of a comic 
opera were for the first time brought 
together. Every person was then in 
costume, and every stick of property 
was in its place on the stage. A dress 
rehearsal usually began at six o'clock, 
and lasted until five or six the follow- 
ing morning. After this came the 
"first night." At the first production 
before the public everyone taking part 
was usually tired out, wearied by the 
long- excitement and intense nervous 
strain. And then came the verdict: of 
the public on. the result of all the long 
weeks of hard labor involved. If the 
piny met with approval on the pail of 
the first night audience it usually meant 
a successful season: if, on the other
